themselves on what course they will 
follow, Mayor Love said. "Coming 
out of a clear sky I am unable to 
state what will be done. I have not 
seen the petition. More, I would like 
to have an opportunity to give such 
an important matter the thought 
and study which it deserves." Other 
members of the council, except Mr. 
Troup who was not present, con- 
curred in the statement. It was in- 
dicated, however, that the request 
may be answered Saturday, but in 
any event, not later than at the 
council meeting, Monday. 


The franchise ordinance which 
the petitioners ask be submitted to 
a vote has been drafted, and was 
read in the council a first time last 
Monday. In the event the council 
declines to submit it to a referen- 
dum, 
It Is likely to be read a second 
time Monday, the third reading and 
passage coming a week later Ref- 
erendum petitions then can be filed 
and the effectiveness of the meas- 
ure held up until after a vote has 
been had. 


When he filed his petition today, 
Mr. Allen made a study of the laws 
that have been passed by Lincoln 
councils, granting a franchise for 
the distribution of fuel gas here He 
found that the first was enacted in 
March, 1872. This applied to gas 
only. Included was a section grant- 
ing an exclusive right for twenty- 
ORP years. There was no limit fixed 
on the length of the franchise itself. 


Thinks Franchise Expired. 
In 1890 and in 1900 the bill was 


amended. These changes, however, 
added to the franchise the right to 
manufacture, distribute and sell 
electricity. Neither added any time 
limitations, nor in any way amend- 
ed the clause granting the exclusive 
right for twenty-one years. 
After 


studying the measure Mr. Allen ex- 
pressed a belief that the gas com- 
pany now has no franchise to dis- 
tribute gas in Lincoln. 


In a sense this connection Is in 
line-with the opinion of City At- 
torney Peterson who, in all his ais- 
cussions with the council and rep- 
resentatives of the Iowa-Nebraska 
Light and Power company, has con- 
tended that the company has no 
franchise to distribute natural gas. 
It is because of this belief of the 
city attorney that the council insist- 
ed on the franchise that is now 
pending.

GOES TO WORK 


Reaping Begins In Texas 


With Oklahoma And, 


Missouri Next. 


190,000 Workers Required 


In Kansas, Despite 


Use of Combine'. 


KANSA% CITY. June 13—(><P>— 
The vanguard of the 1930 harvest 
army today was sweeping into the 
wheat fields of four states reaping 
the first quotas of the 212.723,000 
bushels estimated June 1 by the 
department of agriculture as the 
section's contribution to the world's 
food supply. 
The United States employment 


service here has estimated 190,000 
workers will be needed to finish 
reaping of the estimated crop of 
137,300,000 
bushels 
in 
Kansas, 


where the harvest is expected to 
become general June 20. Of this 
number all except 27.50P will be 
recruited within the state, George 
Tucker, farm labor director, has 
estimated. 
Texas Harvesting: Begins. 
Reaping of Texas' estimated yield 


of 24,000,000 bushels began with 
ample help at hand, the employ- 
ment service reported, as did har- 
vest of Oklahoma's and Missouri's 
crops, 
estimated respectively 
at 


31,923,000 and 19,500,000 bushels. 


The army of harvesters working 
northward 
from 
Texas 
through 


Oklahoma is expected by the em- 
ployment service to supply the 
needs of Kansas, then turn its at- 
tention 
to 
Nebraska. Colorado, 


North and South Dakota and other 
parts of the wheat belt. 
Mr. Tucker said changing meth- 
ods of harvest brought about by 
use of the harvester-combine; which 
reaps and threshes the grain as it 
trundles across the fields, have de- 
creased by half the number of men 
needed for wheat harvest. Previous 
to the advent of the combine, Mr. 
Tucker said, Kansas alone required 
from 
30,000 to 50,000 harvesters 
brought from outside the state. 


90,000 Workers In Kansas. 
Illustrating the change In har- 
vesting methods through use of 
figures, Mr. Tucker said 
90,000 


workers would be required to har- 
vest the 4,503,000 acres of Kansas 
wheat expected to be reaped by 
binders, while 60,000 will be suffi- 
cient to man the combines which 
will harvest the state's remaining 
7,232,000 wheat acres. 
Railroad officials recently have 
announced that adequate prepara- 
tions have been made to handle 
transportation of the harvested 
grain in the southwest territory. 
Farmers and grain handling agen- 
ciss have been preparing increased 
grain storage facilities. With hand- 
ling preparations completed move- 
ment of the golden flood to vari- 
ous markets, inland terminals and 
gulf shipping points was expected 
to be accomplished without delay.

May. 1930. In Nebraska, averaged 


cool and wet with efficient wind 
movement and sunshine, a slight 
excess in cloudiness, and normal 
relative Tumidity. 


The znean temperature for the 


month averaged 57.4 degrees, which 
is 1.7 degree below normal and the 
same as may of last year. All di- 
visions of the state were colder 
than normal, the greatest defi- 
ciencies occurring in western coun-. 
ties and the least In eastern. The' 
first decade was unusually warm, 
averaging more than 8 degrees 
above normal over the east and 
between 2 degrees and 3 degrees 
over the west. There was a marked 
reaction to colder weather at the 
close of the first decade, the sec- 
ond decade averaging about 9 de- 
grees below normal, and the third 
decade about 1 degree below. 


The -highest temperatures of the 
month were recorded on the twen- 
tieth or twenty-first or between 
the twenty-fifth and twenty-sev- 
enth, when readings ranged from 
79 degrees to 95 degrees. The low- 
est readings of the month were 
recorded 
on 
the 
seventeenth, 


eighteenth or thirtieth when freez- 
ing temperatures and frosts were 
recorded at many stations. 


The total precipitation, for the 
state as a whole, averaged 5.10 
inches, or 144 per cent of normal, 
and was the heaviest May precipi- 
tation since 1915, and the' ninth 
heaviest since the beginning of 
state-wide records in 1876. All di- 
visions of the state were unusually 
wet. but the greatest excesses were 
recorded in the western and cen- 
tral divisions, and the least in the 
southeastern. 
Over a large area extending from 
the northeastern 
corner of the 


state southwestward to the Kansas 
line, and in another large area in 
western and southwestern counties, 
falls ranged from five to eight 
inches, and locally in the east ex- 
ceeded nine inches. 


Snow fell with the rain on the 
seventeenth and eighteenth over 
most of the •western two-thirds of 
the state, the snow ranging from 
a trace to more than five inches 
from the central part of the state 
westward. 
Corn planting was beginning as 


the month opened but suffered 
considerable delay owing to wet 
soil until the last week of the 
month when good progress was 
made and about two-thirds was 
planted as the month closed. A 
moderate amount of replanting was 
necessary because cool, wet weather 
prevented 
germination. 
Winter 


wheat and all spring grains con- 
tinued in 
very good 
condition 
throughout the month, although 
winter wheat as considerably dam- 
aged by Hessian fly in some south- 
eastern counties and fields were 
plowed up. 
As the 
month closed whiter 


wheat was jointed generally and 
some winter wheat and rye were in 
head. Pastures and 'alfalfa made 
good advance. Cutting of the first 
crop of alfalfa began at the end 
of the month, with mostly very 
good yields.

Senate. 


W. Cameron Forbes of 


Boston Named Am- 


bassador to Japan. 


WASHINGTON, June 
13—yP)— 


The controversy over the federal 
larm board's activities in the grain 
market was placed squarely before 
the senate today by the nomination 
of Alexander H. Legge to serve a 
second term as chairman 
of the 


board. 
Intensive criticism of the board's 
policies has been expressed in busi- 
ness circles, particularly by the 
United States chamber of coin- 
•merce. This was based upon 
the 
contention that the board's use of 
its $500,000 revolving fund in buying 
grain hampered competition 
and 
was detrimental to private interests. 


Teague Renamed. 


Announcing Legge's reappoint- 


ment late yesterday, the white house 
also made public the nomination of 
C. C. Teague of California, to serve 
a second term on the board. 
At 
the same time the nomination of 
W. Cameron Forbes of Boston as 
ambassador 'to Japan was an- 
nounced. 
Legge and Teague were originally 
appointed to serve one year terms, 
these -ending at midnight tomorrow. 
The confirmation of Legge was op- 
posed a year ago by farm organiza- 
tions and senators from the north- 
west. 
A close watch was kept today for 


an indication 
of renewed opposi- 
tion from this source, as well as 
for signs of a contest based upon 
the criticism of grain dealers and 
other business men. 
Succeeds Castle. 
With the Forbes' appointment, 
the last of the major diplomatic 
vacancies was filled. 
He succeeds 


William Castle, who served at Tok- 
yo temporarily during the London 
naval conference and is soon to re- 
turn to his post of assistant secre- 
tary of state. 
Forbes has been in and out of 


public life for more than twenty- 
five years. In 1904 he served with 
the Philippine commission and from 
1909 to 19i3 was governor general 
of the islands. In 1921 he was a 
member of the Woods-Forbes com- 
mission 
appointed 
by President 
Harding to investigate conditions in 
the Philppines.

to breakfast guests, but is "danger- 
ous to the world" and "doesn't fit 
in" with the city's socially promin- 
ent.R. B.- Burdine. department store 
owner, has' so testified in relating 
the. service of liquor to visitors to 
Capone's Palm island estate who 
obtained a $1,000 gift to 
charity 


which later was returned' to the 
Chicago racketeer. 
Burdine was 


summoned as state's witness in 
proceedings to padlock the Capone 
residence as a nuisance. 
He said 
Capone was a customer of his store 
-whose purchases "ran into five fig- 
ures." 
Burdine said Capone's contribu- 


tion was returned because members 
of the community chest committee 
felt that they would have to receive 
Capone into Miami's civic life if 
they accepted it. 
Invited to Breakfast. 


Burdine said he and 
George 
Stembler, also of Miami, went to 
the Capone home at the suggestion 
of the Miami Community Chest 
committee in March, 1929. He said 
Capone invited them to come for a 
10 a. m., breakfast. 


Asked to tell what Capone served, 


Burdine said he did not want to 
answer questions along that line be- 
cause he said it would violate nis 
code as Capone's guest. 
Upon being instructed by tne 


court to proceed,- Burdine told of 
seeing from "twenty to forty foreign 
looking men" about the place and 
about the presence of 
champagne 
and other liquors. The champagne 
was kept in a sink in the kitchen and 
was covered with ice, he said. There

Burdine testified.

assistant attorney general; Samuel 
O. Wynn, prohibition administrator 
at Philadelphia; and J .Edgar Hoov- 
er, chief of the bureau of investiga- 
tion of the justice department. 
Watts has handled the prosecu- 
tion of prohibition cases in 
New 
York City. He is regarded in 
en- 


forcement circles as Informed and 
able. 
Jones served as assistant to Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, while she was 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of Volstead prosecutions.

Even if another were selected as 
director, the consensus is that Jones 
would be appointed assistant.

AN AROUSED PRESS. 


A little _ over three years ago a cunning, diabolical 


degenerate inserted a classified advertisement in the 
"Help Wanted" columns of one of the Chicago papers. 


The young woman, the first to answer it personally 


by" calling at the address given, was held prisoner 
and attacked. Then began one of the most spectacu- 
lar and dramatic man hunts, in American criminal 
history. For the newspaper, powerful, resourceful, 
energetic, pledged its entire resources to bringing 
the perpetrator of the dastardly crime to justice. 


It commissioned one of its most experienced re- 


porters, a man who had for years rubbed elbows with 
the riff ralf of the underworld in his capacity as a 
journalist, to gather "up the slender skein of evidence, 
and to track his man down. In that case, as in all 
other crimes, the criminal did not completely cover 
his tracks. With infinite patience and courage the 
reporter held doggedly to the job. Weeks and months 
passed and the incident passed out of the sight of 
the public. But first on the Pacific coast in a dozen 
different cities and then back to- the Middle West a 
reporter was "shadowing a man." Finally he found 
him in a Kansas City dive but before the arrest 
could be made, the quarry had scented danger and 
escaped to St. Louis. Nine months after the crime 
was committed, the arrest was made, the" prisoner, 
confronted with the evidence, confessed, and was 
sentenced to a long prison term. 


That newspaper "got" its man. A seemingly insur- 


mountable task, which had baffled and defeated the 
best police brains in Chicago, bad been accomplished 
through the daring, and perseverance and intelli- 
gence of a reporter. 
• • • 


The incident is recalled because this newspaper, In 


conjunction with six- others in Chicago, has an- 
nounced a crusade against vice and crime which 
flourishes in the second largest city of the United 
States. The immediate cause which inspired an ex- 
traordinary resolution on the part of the Chicago 
press was the murder of Alfred "Jake" Lingle., a 
veteran police reporter, who was shot down in the- 
presence of scores of people. 


The resolution adopted by the Chicago newspapers 


follows: 


"Considering the causes and the connotations 


of the unbelievable total of 100 gang murders in 
little more than a year and acting in accord and 
unison we pledge our organizations and our re- 
sources to the clean-up -of gang, police, official 
and any other public viciousness wherever it may 


"--appear in order that' corruption and the result- 
ing gang activities may be brought to an end, 
and thereby restoring to the citizens of Chicago 
civic decency, and security of life and property." 
The shame of it is that the press of Chicago waited 


until one of its own had been killed before it was 
aroused to militant faction. For four years conditions 
in that community have aroused tbe~~horror and in- 
dignation of all self-respecting citizens. Property has 
not been secure, life has not been safe under the 
gang methods which were-'practiced within the very 
shadow of great newspaper planfs. Somehow, it has 
seemed, official Chicago, the press, and the com- 
munity itself was apathetic and indifferent to the 
shameful story which was being written by hardened, 
desperate bands of criminals. The community seemed 
to reason that it was one gangster against another, 
a war of extermination of rats, upon whicli the public 
might gaze complacently. And th& jolt which finally 
shook the sleep from the eyes of the press, and-the 
citizenry, was the cold-blooded shooting- of a re- 
porter who knew too much of gangland activities. 


* * * 


There must De a'higher value placed upon law and 


order in Chicago than there has been in the past. 
From its breeding ground of hoodlumism and petty 
crime to the seething, wriggling monster of master 
crime, enabling cold-blooded murderers to accumu- 
late enormous fortunes, to live in luxury and ease, 
it must be ground under foot relentlessly. Law must 
be enthroned< again. Justice must be handed the 
scepter of power and authority. 


The announcement made by the press of Chicago 


is one of the most interesting developments in the 
history of that city, and it will be watched and 
studied with'more-than casual interest For twenty 
vei>-^ ibe big city on the lake has been booming 
alons% growing noisier, rougher and more unman- 
ageable quite as rapidly as it added to its wealth and 
its people. In the last decade it grew <far more 
rapidly than its great rival. New York City, but the 
latter has had a pastoral atmosphere compared with 
Chicago. Such rapid growth such-greatly increased 
populations were bound to raise perplexing problems 
of government. Against this swirling current Its 
aroused rress or Chicago and its citizens have thrown 
themselves. It is to be hoped their efforts win be 
successful. 


POPPYCOCK DEADLINES. 


The county board of equalization at its organiza- 


tion meeting last Tuesday~set Saturday of this week 
as the last date on which complaints on 1930 tax 
assessments could be presented to it for reviews. For 
weeks before that, reports from the county assessor's 
office had stated that the board would hold the door 
open to complaints until a reasonable time after 
mailing of notices from the assessor to all persons on 
whose real property an assessment increase had been 
made. 


Although the state statutes now require mailing of 


notice ol Increases Jn the real piopeily tax to af- 
fected persons and the assessor •will not begin to mail 
yach notices until the first of next •week, the board 
blindly shut its eyes to the facts and followed its 
usual practice of allowing five days for making of 
complaints. 


In fairness to the county officials concerned it 


should be said that there was no design to prevent 
persons with complaints 50111112 tJirtr «•»«»« before 
the board. The board set the Saturday deadline 
solely as * subterfuge to hurry complaints in. The 
board had no intention of adhering to tint date as 
the limit for such complaint*. 


S;jch a policy is foolish. Setting: of poppycock 


deadlines does not aid the administration of an ef- 
fective county government. The board sfeould tem 


i 


been honest with -itaelf and the community by de- 
termining a rational date'for closing complaints and ' 
adhering; to the determined date. As it Is. the public 
will be treated to the farce of extensions of the 
deadline. In the end. such a policy will lead to a 
refusal of the general* public to believe that any 
closing date is what it purports to be. The board 
should rectify Its error at its next meeting. An hon- 
est facing of the facts will lead to greater co-opera- 
tion from the public-in the long run than the con- 
stant creation of poppycock deadlines. 


KING COTTON THREATENED. 


Engineers are preparing to start from New Yoric 


for northeastern Africa, where they are to begin 
work on a project which has for its object the regu- 
lation' of the flow from Lake Tsana, to Abyssinia, 
which water is to be sold to the , Sudanese govern- 
ment. This development is supplemental to the great 
irrigation projects in use on the Blue and White Niies' 
and-the;expediture involved is to be In the neJsnbor- 
hood of twenty millions of dollars. 


The -Blue Nile is already dammed at Sennar In 


the Sudan and from this development 300,000 acres 
of cotton lands are now irrigated. In the- near-fu- 
ture an additional "300,000 acres are to be brought 
under ditch, and it is believed that the project for 
regulating the flow of Lake Tsana will make no 
less than 2,000,000 acres available for planters. Fur- 
thermore, it will prolong the use of the waters of the \ 
river for several months.: 


The British government is preparing to Increase 


for the second time the height of the-Assuan dam, 
which is several hundred miles down the river, thus 
greatly increasing its effectiveness. 


These developments are of interest to the people 


of the United States because of the Jact that they 
are. intended to tremendously enlarge the cotton 
producing areat of the world, which, in fact, they 
have already done. Furthermore, immense irriga- 
tion schemes in India, now being developed, are to 
have the same effect. 
_ • > , " * 


The question naturally arises, how are the, cotton 


producers ot the southern part of the United States 
to meet this competition? , Increased tariff will help 
them orfly insofar as domestic consumption is con- 
cerned. When they go out into the markets of the 
world they must meet the prices of the Sudanese" and 
Indian growers, who have available tha. cheapest 
labor in the entire world. 


There was a time when the south lived on cotton, 


and lived extremely well. In fact ib was that crop 
which made land so valuable down there that its 
acquisition involved hundreds of public officials in 
scandals not yet -forgotten, though they were ex- 
posed more than a century ago. 


At that time and for generations thereafter cotton 


was considered the only crop 'worth paying serious 
attention to. Fortunately, however, a new era has 
dawned in Dixie, which is no longer a "one- crop 
land." It has been invaded by_ industry .and -planters 
are diversifying their efforts, so its -future 'is bright 
with promise, notwithstanding' the "fact, >thal King 
Cotton is likely to be dethroned and the production 
of the staple limited to that required for domestic 
consumption.

Leijal Advantages Gained 


Under Present Plan 


~Says Attorney.

Peterson Sees Possibility 


Of Litigation Unless 


Permit Granted. 


Coincidental with filing of a pe- 
tition asking the city council to 
defer action on the natural gas 
ordinance now pending in 
the 


council and submit it to a vote, 
City Attorney F. A. Peterson Fri- 
day issued a statement of his posi- 
tion in recommending that the city 
insist on a new franchise being 
granted. 
In his statement the city attor- 
ney reviews the granting of fran- 
chises for gas in Lincoln. Among 
other things he sees litigation if 
the franchise Is refused. He also 
says that "there is no time limit 
to the franchise, except as to the 
exclusive right which was granted 
for twenty-one years when the or- 
iginal grant was allowed in March 
1872." 
• 
City Attorney s Statement. 
Mr. Peterson's statement follows: 
"In view of the great public in- 
terest involved in the matter of the 
proposed 
non-exclusive 
ten-year 
franchise to the Iowa-Nebraska 
Light & Power Co, for natural gas, 
I feel that the public should know 
all the facts and circumstances 
leading up to the discussion of the 
same by the city council. 
"The legal department of the 


Iowa-Nebraska Light and Power 
Co made the claim that their pres- 
ent franchise was broad enough to 
include the distribution of natural 
gas. The present franchise gives to 
the company, PS successors of the 
Lincoln Cas Co, the1 right to "use 
and occupy the streets, lanes, al- 
leys, public grounds, and sidewalks 
of said city for the purpose of lay- 
ing down and repairing all pipes 
and other fixtures lor conducting 
gas for light, power and heat in 
and under the streets, etc." 
Kind of Gas *?ot Specified. 
"It will be observed that the kind 


of gas is not specified. It simply 
says "gas for light, power and 
heat." Furthermore, there is no 
time limit to the franchise in ques- 
tion except as to the exclusive por- 
tion thereof. 
"It was the position of the city 
legal department that this fran- 
chise referred to manufactured gas 
and not natural gas for the reason 
that natural gas could not have 
been within the contemplation of 
the framers of the original fran- 
chise. This department still feels 
and believes that its construction 
is correct, but whether;or not it is 
correct might not be settled.until 
after years of very expensive liti- 
gation. It1 must be said in justice 
to the company that there was no 
threat or suggestion on its part or 
its legal department, th/.t any liti- 
gation would be resorted to. Our 
department, 
however, felt 
that 
there was some possibility in case 
of such litigation of the gas com- 
pany being able to prevail, particu- 
larly if the city permitted 
the 
change from manufactured to na- 
tural gas without taking some ac- 


tion. It was, therefore, thought 
best and entirely in the interest of 
the public to call In the legal de- 
partment and the officers of the 
company for a conference with a 
view of avoiding any possible reason 
for 
litigation. 
The 
company 


acquiesced to a large extent to the 
posi< « of the legal department of 
the city and expressed a willing- 
ness to accept a limited franchise 
under such reasonable terms as the 
city should prescribe. The result of 
these negotiations is the present 
proposed franchise for ten years 
only, under rigid control by the city 
both as to rates and service. 
"In the company's submitting to 
this franchise, the city legal de- 
partment believes that a great step 
has been taken in settling fran- 
chise 
rights 
without litigation. 


While it is true that the company 
has reserved whatever rights it 
may have, if any, by reason of the 
old franchise, yet having accepted 
the new franchise, ten years hence, 
when same has expired the com- 
pany would be in a worse position 
to urge a perpetual franchise for 
natural gas on account of having 
accepted the new franchise. 
In 
other words, the courts would prob- 
ably say that if they had any 
rights under the old franchise, they 
should have stood on them when 
the question was first presented 
and that having accepted the terms 
and conditions of the new fran- 
chise, the city would be in a posi- 
tion to urge that it had at no 
time recognized the old franchise 
and had not permitted the com- 
pany to exercise any rights there- 
under.? 


"From the 
public 
standpoint, 


therefore it is our firm convic- 
tion that distinct legal advantages 
have been gained for the city if 
the proposed franchise is made 
effective "

BOEING LAWYER 
- FIGHTS GAS TAX 
Holds State Cannot Levy 


On Fuel Used By 


His Company. 


Charging that the state's 4-cent 
gasoline tax is not an excise tax but 
a property tax, F. A, Brogan, Omaha 
attorney, attacked its constitution- 
ality when it is levied on gasoline 
used in interstate commerce, in ar- 
'guments 
before 
District 
Judge 
Chappell Thursday afternoon. He 
•was resisting the state's demurrer 
to suit brought by the Boeing Air 
Transport Co., asking an injunction 
to prevent state officials collecting 
the tax on gasoline employed by 
the company exclusively in iqter- 
state airplane traffic. 
The matter was taken under ad- 
visement by Judge Chappell after 
completion of relatively short argu- 
ments by Mr. Brogan and Assistant 
Attorney General Ayres and sub- 
mission, of a briefed argument by 
the Omaha attorney. 
Transactions in interstate com- 
merce can't be taxed, Mr. Brogan 
declared, in asking that the state's 
demurrer be overruled to permit a 
trial of the case. Pointing out that 
the company he represents imports 
its own gasoline from Oklahoma, he 
contended that it was a hindrance 
to interstate commerce to require 
payment of a tax merely because it 
was unloaded in this state for use 
in its interstate planes. 
Assistant Attorney General Ayres 
based his argument on the fact that 
the Boeing company maintained two 
ports in Nebraska, making it diffi- 
cult to determine what portion of 
the gasoline used in its planes 
would be devoted to interstate com- 
merce and what actually be applied 
in 'transporting passengers, mail, 
and freight between the two Ne- 
braska ports.

SPECIAL COURSE 


Parent-Teacher Relations 


Authority Teaches at 


Summer School. 


"Co-operation is the key word in 
the school program of today,"' de- 
clares E. L. Novotny. superintend- 
ent of schools at 
Junction City, 
Kas, and national authority on par- 
ent-teacher association work 
who 
this week is in Lincoln arranging a 
two weeks' course on parent-teacher 
relationships to be offered at the 
university summer school beginning 
next Monday. 
This co-operation of which Mr. 
Novotny speaks has several different 
aspects. 
First it involves co-operation be- 


tween the 
community and 
the 
school. "Community support," says 
Mr. Novotny, "is imperative and can 
be secured only when all parents 
understand what the school is un- 
dertaking. They often are prone to 
interpret the school's work on the 
basis of their own school experi- 
ences rather than in the light of 
new methods which have been 
proved superior to the old. 
"Thus it is necessary for the 


school to publicize its prom-am fully 
and effectively, 
giving the 
new 


principles it seeks to employ. Par- 
ents naturally oppose what they do 
not understand To secure their co- 
operation they too must be educated 
—educatfed to education's program." 


No Place for Competition. 


Co-operation means also that all 
the forces in the community must 
be operating in favor of the school, 
Mr. Novotny believes. "It is fre- 
quently stated that the movie is in 
competition with the school. That 
is not true. The movie, with its con- 
cept of visual education, provokes 
co-operation rather than hinders it. 
There is no place for competition in 
the realm of the public school. 
"As long as the school has as its 
primary function and duty to im-^ 
prove all humanity, complete, co- 
operation is essential in its program. 
The school is the one public agency 
which is non-political, none-sectar- 
ian, without creed and dogma, with 
a strict policy of community ser- 
vice." 
But co-operation, Mr. Novotny 


pointed out, means that every moth- 
er and father must give their active 
support.

Grace Abbott, Urged for Cabinet 


Post, Descendant of Pioneer Clan 


WASHINGTON. June 13—(flV-If 
the Nebraska delegation in congress 
succeeds in efforts to have Miss 
Grace Abbott appointed secretary vi 
labor, it will add an eleventh gen- 
eration pioneer to an illustrious 
clan. 


Miss Abbott, who has been chief 


of the children's bureau in the de- 
partment of labor since 1921, has 
served in varied and various gov- 
ernmental posts. 
Her first national service for chil- 


dren came in 1917 as director of the 
child labor division of the federal 
children's bureau. In that position 
she was responsible for the admin- 
istration of the first federal child 
labor law, which forbade interstate 
transportation of products of child 
labor. 


One of her ancestors was the 
twenty-third signer of the May- 
flower compact. Later her forefath- 
ers helped start Connecticut settle- 
ments. They were in the forefront 
of the forty-niners, and gave Cali- 
fornia a "native son." 
Miss Abbott's father, Othman Ab- 
bott of <3rand Island, Neb., bears 
scars of the hand sickle from boy- 
hood pioneering in Illinois. 
Grace Abbott was born a few 
years after her parents "crossed the 
plains." She was graduated from 
Grand Island college in Nebraska 
and received a master's degree in

political science from the University 
of Chicago law school. 
In 1909 she lived at Hull house, 
Chicago social service center, when 
she was director of the immigrants'

years later her governmental service 
began. 


PRISON DISORDER 
QUICKLY HALTED

Down By Guards in

MANSFIELD. O.. June 13—W>— 


i The threat of swinging clubs and 
tear gas bombs had restored order 
at the Mansfield reformatory today 
after a second outbreak within less 
than 
two weeks during which 
guards beat the ringleaders of 1,500 
howling, milling inmates into sub- 
mission. 


The latest disturbance occurred 
during the "Sig supper" hour late 
yesterday when the 1,700 prisoners 
in the dining room became noisy, 
tipped over tables and hurled their 
stqols around. Two hundred of the 
inmates 
filed outside, apparently 
with the intention of avoiding in- 
jury 
rather 
than 
attempting 
escape. 
-

Thirty police and deputy sheriffs, 
armed with tear gas bombs and 
riot guns, augmented the prison 
guard at the request of Superin- 
tendent C. T. Jenkins when he 
feared the situation might become 
serious. 


The disorder -was put down when 
guards entered the dining room 
and clubbed down a few of the 
ringleaders. Six of the men be- 
lieved to have inspired the- out- 
break were in corrective cells today.

changed a great deal. The teachers 
college arose as the necessary com- 
plement to mass production in edu- 
cation. 
"With mass education the average 
student became less able to cor- 
relate the various subjects that he 
encounters in schools. It is now in- 
creasingly important for the teach- 
er today'to be able to give him the 
world outlook."

jects in college. Each one of these 


courses is taueht with so little rcli, 
tlon to the other that it mokes 
universal viewpoint impossible. 
"Take for instance," he inslstei 
"the farmer. Now in order to be e« 
ucatcd he must know in addition ' 
agriculture a great deal of sclenc 
sociology and economics. He mq 
nave a knowledge of social relatlor 
in order to decide how far he Is wil 
ing to permit the government to en 
ter into business.

WASHINGTON, June 13— (JP) —

answer questions and abruptly leav- 
ing the witness stand. 


The transcript of his testimony, 


however, will be laid before the sen- 
ate and a variety of opinion is ex- 
pressed as to what may be expected 
to follow. . 
Senator Blaine, republican, Wis- 


consin, believes the vice president Is 
required by lav; to lay before the 
district attorney the fact that Can- 
non refused to answer 
questions 


and that the district attorney must 
in turn carry the case before 
a 


grand jury. 


Caraway Disagrees. 


Chairman Caraway disagrees. He 


contends Cannon was within his 
rights and bases this belief upon 
the committee's ruling it had no 
power to investigate the bishops 
political activities. 
Senator Walsh, democrat, Mon- 
tana, maintains nothing can be done 
until the question of the relevancy 
of the interrogations put to Cannon 
is raised in the senate. 
Meeting in executive session late 


yesterday, the committee agreed not 
to require answers from Cannon on 
his campaign against Alfred E. 
Smith and decided to sutmit the 
transcript of the bishop's testimony 
to the senate. 


Defeat Two Proposals. 


Two proposals for action against 
the dry leader were defeated. The 
first was a motion by Senator Walsh 
to ask the senate for authority that 
would cover the Cannon case and 
the second a motion by Blaine that 
the bishop be cited for contempt. 
The voting was three to two and 
four to one, Blaine and Walsh sup- 
porting the first motion and only 
Blaine the second. 
It was believed probable Joday 
that the committee had reached the 
end of its inquiry. John Holland, 
the committee's investigator, went 
to New York this afternoon to ex- 
amine records of money given Can- 
non by E. C. Jameson for the ana- 
Smith campaign. 
This circumstance, however, was 


not regarded as the foreunner of 
any further activity on the part of 
the committee.

HOISTS PLANNED 


Safety code rules compiled by the 


state labor department and intended 
to aid in reducing the number of 
accidents were discussed at a meet- 
ing held Thursday afternoon at the 
Lincoln hotel. About twenty-five 
persons were present.

the operation of hoists used in 
building work. Both workmen and 
materials are carried on many of 
them, and they have been the cause 
of a number of accidents, many of 
them fatal. 
The code provides that such hoists 
shall be operated by experienced 
men when they are also used to 
carry workmen: The question was 
raised as to the proper definition of 
an experienced man. The opinion 
expressed was that a year's experi- 
ence was sufficient to comply with 
the rule.

should be made equally liable where 
safety devices are tampered with 
and made useless.
